Convention 
Hoadly 


Nominated by Acclamation.

CoiiUMBUs, O., Aug. 20.—The Demo- 
cratic State convention was late in con- 
vening this morning. The sub-commit- 
tee on resolutions remained in session 
till 5 o'clock this morning. 
Then being 
unable to agree turned it over to the full 
committee, and it probably will not be 
able to report before noon. The balance 
of proceedings give promise of a routine 
nature. 


The convention was called to order at 
10:15 a. m. by T. J. Cogan, chairman of 
the state central committee, and the 
committee on permanent organization 
reported Hon. John Follet, of Cincin- 
nati, as i>ermaneL t chairman and Hon. 
George W. Hull, of Lima, as permanent 
secretary. The principal feature of a 
short speech by Mr. Follet was the 
strong endorsement of the national ad- 
ministration and complimenting 
the 
convention 
on 
the very 
favorable 
auspicies under which it had met, with 
the national governmeut democratic and 
the states promisingly so. 


The committee ou credentials reported 
all delegatioDs full and no contests. 


A little scene was created in the con- 
vention at this point by the introduction 
of W. A. Miles, of Columbus, a member 
of the committee appointed at a late 
meeting of the state convention to mem- 
oralize the state conventions of the two 
parties for the resubmission of the sec- 
ond amendment to a vote of the people. 
Hon. Mills Gardner, Jas. McVay and 
other prominent members of the union 
were present as members of the com- 
mittee. The report asked the resubmis- 
sion of the second amendment, closing 
the saloons on Sunday, and a general

roar was created in the convention by a 
glass of water being handed Miles while 
reading the report to the committee on 
resolutions. 


Under the rules, the committee on res- 
olutions not being ready to report, the 
convention proceeded to the nomination 
of candidates for governor. 
Congress- 
man G. W. Geddes was the first to ap- 
pear and ofiered the name of Governor 
Hoadly in <iuite a lengthy speech, re- 
counting the brilliant record of the gov- 
ernor and his administration, and also 
paying a high compliment to Judge A. 
G. Thurman, announcing he could not 
allow the use of his name before the con- 
vention. 
Geddes concluded his effort 
by moving a suspension of the rules and 
the nomination of Hoadly by acclama- 
tion. 


Gen. Michael Ryan, of Cincinnati, fol- 
lowed, seconding the motion of by accla- 
mation, and defended the governor at 
length against the charge that he had 
made 
mistakes. 
When the motion 
was put, the voice was unanimous and 
enthusiastic, with the exception of a few 
voices from the Hamilton county del- 
egation. 


After a committee had been appointed 
to wait on Governor Hoadley and bring 
him before the convention, W. V. Mar- 
quis, of Logan county, in a short speech 
presented the name of John G. Warwick, 
ot Massillon, for re-nomination for lieu- 
tenant governor. 
The motion was im- 


i'or judge of the supreme court," vice 
Okey, deceased, George B. Okey, son 
of the late incumbent, was presented 
with Victor P. Kline, of Cuyahoga, and 
Gibson Atherton.

The democracy of Ohio, in convention 
assembled, congratulate the country:
